
HOMELESS AFTER FIRE

A RETIRED couple have been left homeless after an 
electrical appliance sparked the huge fire that ripped 
through their Lyme Regis home. 

Richard and Barbara Mayers are this week taking stock 
of the devastation caused by a de-humidifier in their loft, 
which has left their Cobb Road house uninhabitable. 

The fire was one of the biggest to hit the town in years 
and took 30 fire fighters from six stations an hour to get 
under control using two crews with breathing apparatus. 

The fire left gapping holes in the roof and damaged

Carey and his wife Mandy took the leap into 
the pub industry to fulfil a long harboured 
dream after many years working in supported 
housing. 

Like many others, football fan Carey was dis¬ 
appointed by England's early exit at this sum¬ 
mer's World Cup but he is now turning his 
attentions to his beloved Derby County. 

When not working Carey enjoys taking his 
dog for a walk and taking regular holidays. 


■ WHY did you decide to get involve with "The 
Event"? 

One thing we are always wanting to promote is 
fundraising for the local community. We have done 
our fun day fundraiser for a couple of years and then 
Fel Moore did this music event last year. We both 
held the events around the same time so we decided 
to put our resources together and promote it for both 
our causes this year as one big event. 

■ WHAT part will you be playing at the pub? 

We have been doing a lot of the organising and the 
advertising here. We have been getting a lot of the 
bands together because we play music here on a reg¬ 
ular basis so I have got a lot of bands who I am in 
contact with, who have fortunately come to do it for 
free. 

■ ANY particular acts you are looking forward 
to? 

Yeah Tom Toomey is one of the main acts. He is a 
fantastic guitarist who has played here a few times 
and he has done some of the Music for Africa events 
at Montacute House. He is a very talented musician. 
We have many other great acts though, we have Elijah 
Wolf and Orpheus as well and we have quite a unique 
act, which is a newly formed children’s choir. It’s an 
all day event so we want to have the children involved 
as well. 



■ WHAT separates this event from others lo¬ 
cally? 

It’s a bit unique as it’s an outside event really. It 
worked well last year and it’s coming together well 
again this year. It’s a whole day of music, fun and 
games with fancy dress. It’s all for charity so hopefully 
it will be supported well. 

■ WHAT made you decide to move into the pub 
industry? 

Well it was always something me and Mandy talked 
about for years and years and the opportunity came 
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along. We thought “shall we do it now?” and there 
were plenty of reasons why we shouldn’t but we de¬ 
cided financially the opportunity had arose so lets go 
for it. 

■ WHAT attracted you to the pub? 

Just being my own boss really. Obviously in the work 
I had done previously I was working with people all 
the time and so I just enjoy working with people and 
it worked out really well. 

■ WHAT are the best places you have visited? 

The best place I’ve visited is Lake Como in Italy, it’s 
absolutely stunning. I’d still love to go to New 
Zealand, I’ve heard so many people say what a fan¬ 
tastic country it is and how picturesque it all is. That 
might have to be inbetween pubs though as it would 
be a long trip. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party? 

I think it would have to be Cameron Diaz to start. I as¬ 
sume my wife would be there so we would have to 
have Johnny Depp, he’s quite cool and she likes him. 
The other one would be Charlie George who was my 
football hero when I was a child.

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Fire rips through roof

joists leaving the property 
too dangerous to enter. 
Water used to extinguish 
the flames has caused 
water damage throughout 
the house. 

Current estimates put the 
cost of making the home 
hapitable again at over 
£ 100 , 000 . 

Mrs Mayers received 
minor burns on her arms 
and legs from melting 
roofing felt when she tried 
to stop the blaze using a 
bucket of water. 

She said: “Because the 
de-humidifier made noise 
at night we switch it off. I 
got up at quarter past seven 
and switched it on about 


7.30 am while my husband 
had a shave and sorted 
himself out, and I went 
down stairs. 

“Then about ten past 
eight he shouted ‘what’s 
that noise’ and he shouted 
there’s flames in the roof 
and the roof is on fire. 

“Then stupidly I got the 
loft hatch roof ladder down 
to see if I could put it out, 
but when I looked I re¬ 
alised I couldn’t and said 
call the fire brigade.” 

Amongst the sentimental 
items lost in the home the 
couple retired to six years 
ago, and which has been in 
the family for over 50 
years, were photographs, 
ornaments and their son’s

train sets and dinky toys. 

“We’ve lost sentimental 
things but you have to be 
positive; life goes on,” said 
Mrs Mayers, adding: “My 
husband has not been back 
to see the house yet. He 
finds it very upsetting. 

“I just think it is because 
of the fact the house is not 
hospitable. It’s not safe to 
go back in. We’ve lost 
everything. 

“Now we will just pick 
ourselves up and get on 
with it. What else can you 
do? You’ve got to be posi¬ 
tive about this, what’s the 
sense in worrying? OK 
I’m upset but when its put 
back it will be lovely.” 

The couple are planning 
on moving into their son 
Tim’s nearby accommoda¬ 
tion whilst repairs are 
completed because they 
have yet to find a holiday 
let for the three to four 
months they require. 



Tim said his mother was 
upset and coping with it 
but his father was not cop¬ 
ing so well, adding: “They 
are bound to be upset. It’s 
the family possessions that 
have gone for good. 

“He’s quite upset about it 
all and as for myself com¬ 
ing here, it’s quite a shock 
to see it like this.”

Shelters contract signed 


SIGN HERE: The Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor 
Michaela Ellis, and town clerk Mike Lewis add their 
signatures to the conracts for the regeneration of 
the Marine Parade shelters. 

The work on enhancing the seafront construction, 
due to start in September, is one of the biggest proj¬ 
ects underatken by Lyme Regis Town Council since 
it came into being in 1974 when local government 
was reorganised. 

The contract for £1.1 million is with the Taunton 
family building firm of C.S. Williams Limited.The ini¬ 
tial price has been raised through the council bor¬ 
rowing £500,000 from West Dorset District Council, 
town council reserves built up over a number of 
years and grants from various funders, including 
£86,000 from the Dorset Chalk and Cheese fund. 

The work will start on September 6th and be com¬ 
pleted by next May in time for the 2011 season.

The event raised an estimated £4,500 for Charmouth

Just over 230 people took part in the main challenge. 
Veteran runner 76-year-old Chris Howell, from London, 
set off an hour earlier than his competitors and finished 
the course in 2 hours 49 minutes. Mr Howell is a member 
of the 23 Mile Running Club and has taken part in 24 
London Marathons. 

Stuart Leaney took first place in 52 minutes. He was 
followed a minute later by Tom Lisher from Avon Valley 
Runners and in third place was Philip Egerton from 
Abingdon Amblers AC in 56 minutes. 

The first woman across the finishing line was Lin Las- 
celles from Maiden Newton Runners, who finished the 
course in 1 hour 4 minutes, putting her in 28th place. 

The fun run had 187 entrants and it was a close race 
with just seconds between first, second and third places. 

Matthew Pile completed the course in 18 minutes 12 
seconds, closely followed by Kingsley Wellman in 18 
minutes 45 seconds and Cameron Souter-Frost just three 
seconds later. 

Rebecca Carver from Wells City Harriers was the first 
girl to finish. She was put in ninth place having com¬ 
pleted the course in 20 minutes. 

The annual Charmouth Primary School fete kept run¬ 
ners entertained before the races. The fete was opened by 
Lyme Regis town crier Phil Street and included a barbe¬ 
cue, bouncy castle, cream teas, football games and a va¬ 
riety of stalls. 

Organiser Nick Bale said: “The event was hugely suc¬ 
cessful. The weather held up and everything ran 
smoothly. The total we raised is just up on last year. 

“We didn’t break any records this year but the winner 
finished comfortably.

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Tunnel becomes Olympic 
standard shooting range

A NEW Olympic standard 
rifle range opened in the 
old Charmouth Tunnel this 
week following 10 months 
of construction. 

The Tunnel Target Sports 
Centre includes 25 and 50- 
metre rifle ranges, a gun 
shop and cafe with indoor 
and outdoor seating. Plan¬ 
ning permission is cur¬ 
rently being sought to add 
a 100-metre range outside. 

The bright and modern 
rifle range has been ap¬ 
proved by the National 
Shooting Centre in Bisley, 
which was the closest 
high-standard rifle range 
until the Charmouth Tun¬ 
nel opened on Monday. 

Owner and local busi¬ 
nessman Richard Clist em¬ 
phasised that safety was a 
high priority. The tunnel 
has been fitted with a high- 
tech security system rec¬ 
ommended by Dorset 
Police. 

Mr Clist, a keen marks¬ 
man himself, said the cen¬ 
tre could be used for 
high-standard shooting 
competitions. He hopes it 
will soon be given Centre 
of Excellence status and be 
used as an Olympic train¬ 
ing facility. 

“It will bring a huge 
amount of people to the 
surrounding area, who will 
need accommodation and 
will want to visit Lyme 
Regis and Charmouth. It 
will be great for the local 
economy,” he said. 

Mr Clist originally 
wanted to use the aban¬ 
doned tunnel for offices 
but was told he could ei¬ 
ther use it for storage or a 
rifle range. He was given 
planning permission in 
May last year and work 
began in September. 

He added: “I’ve been 
shooting for years but 
never been involved in 
these types of facilities be¬ 
fore. We’ve taken the bull 
by the horns, invested the 
money and hope to provide 
the highest standard facili¬ 
ties.” 

Mr Clist plans to hold an

official opening ceremony 
within the next month. 

Membership is not neces¬ 
sary at the Tunnel Target 
Sports Centre. Those with 
no experience can have a 
go and will be given a tu¬ 


torial and supervised by a 
range safety officer. The 
cafe is also open to every¬ 
one. 

The centre can be ac¬ 
cessed from the A35 be¬ 
tween Raymond’s Hill and 


Charmouth. It will be open 
six days a week from 10am 
and closed on Wednesdays 
for private bookings, train¬ 
ing sessions and group vis¬ 
its.

HARBOURMASTER Grahame Forshaw 
MBE has joined Lyme Regis lifeboat crew 
as a deputy launching authority. 

His new role will involve taking charge 
of the operation when the lifeboat is 
launched to respond to emergency calls.

YOUTH music project B Sharp! can continue 
its work around Lyme Regis after being 
awarded over £14,000 from different organisa¬ 
tions.

being held every Tuesday from 6:30pm to 
8:30pm at Lyme Regis Powerboat Club on 
Monmouth Beach. All young musicians are 
welcome to attend and will be able to perform 
at the Eden Project. In particular, the group are 
looking for singers and brass players. 

B Sharp! is also inviting young people aged 
between 16 and 25 who would like to become 
a trainee, as well as those who want to be peer 
mentors and work alongside trainees. 

Project leader Fran Williams said: “We have 
lots of opportunities for young people who 
want to develop their existing skills, not only 
within music - we also have work experience 
opportunities for artists, reporters, photogra¬ 
phers, film makers, visual jockeys and more.”

WEW NEWS IN BRIEF 


■ POLICE seized ten cannabis plants from a house in 
North Avenue, Lyme Regis, following a tip-off. 

PC Richard Winward said he received information that 
cannabis was being grown at the address some time 
ago. At 9pm on Monday evening PC Winward and PCSO 
Luke White searched the vehicle linked to the address 
and, as a result of this search, visited the house and 
seized ten plants from the back garden. 

The female resident was interviewed at Lyme Regis 
Police Station the following day. 

■ A LYME Regis resident has warned of foxes in the area 
after one tried to climb through her window. 

Penelope Roques of Fairfield Park was shocked to find a 
fox climbing through her open window at about 3am on 
Thursday morning. 

The unusual hissing and growling from her cat woke her 
up and warned her of the unexpected intruder. 

Mrs Roques believes the fox jumped from a garden table 
to a low roof to get to her window. 

In light of the recent news that a fox attacked nine- 
month-old twins, Lola and Isabella Koupparis, in London, 
Mrs Roques wanted to warn of the risk in the local area. 

She said: "It wouldn't have attacked me but there may 
be others at risk." 

■ COASTGUARDS estimate that 8,000 tonnes of rocks 
and debris fell in the latest major landslide near Char- 
mouth. 

Lyme Regis Coastguards were asked to investigate the 
landslide 300 metres east of Charmouth on Friday, July 

2nd 

A group of onlookers gathered in the area and some 
had started climbing on the slip whilst it was still falling. 
No one was hurt. 

The cliff was taped off and warning signs were 
erected. 

The coastguards estimated that about 8,000 tonnes 
fell within a matter of minutes and a further 6,000 
tonnes is expected to fall over the next few days. 

Coastguards warned:"Please keepwell away from this 
cliff fall. The day before a member of the public and his 
son had been fossiling at this exact spot. The father had 
an angry exchange when he was advised of the risks. If 
he had been in the same place following yesterday's 
fall, the situation would have been very grave indeed."

Tea and history anyone? 



Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme Regis on the 11th 
June 1685 to challenge King James' claim to the throne, fol¬ 
lowing the death of Charles II. He assembled an army in ex¬ 
cess of 3,000 men and marched to Sedgemoor in Somerset. 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than a month. Around 
1300 were taken prisoner. Five Judges came to Dorchester with 
the infamous Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was that of the 
'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685,312 cases were heard in the Oakroom at the 
rear of the Antelope Hotel; of these 292 were sentenced to death. 
Only 74 were executed, with 175 transported, 9 were fined or 
whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion - was later made 
Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange landed in Torbay, 
Jeffreys was captures and imprisoned in the Tower of London. He 
died in 1689 while awaiting trial, probably of natural causes. 

Rumours at the time said he has been poisoned ^ 
while in the Tower and that his body had been re-" * y 
turned to Dorchester and walled up in the Court- * 
room - now the Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak panelled room has been 
carefully restored to maintain its character and origi¬ 
nal features.

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IT MAY have been unbearably hot and I'm sure some festival-goers spent 
more time queuing for a beer than they did enjoying the music, but 
everyone who made the journey to Kent over the weekend for the Hop 
Farm Music Festival must have had a blast. 

The festival, on the site of the former Whitbread Breweries farm, is only 
in its third year. It began as a one-day event in 2008 headlined by Neil 
Young and expanded to a two-day bash last year. 

The 2009 event had a rather indie flavour with The Fratellis and Paul 
Weller headlining and supporting acts including Doves, Editors and Flo¬ 
rence and the Machine. This year's event had a more of a folk feel about it, 
whilst the headliners - coming from an older generation - were bona fide 
legends. 

Friday's entertainment was topped off by a rather dapper looking Van 
Morrison. Earlier in the day, Debbie Harry - who had celebrated her 65th 
birthday on Thursday - played a crowd-pleasing set with Blondie, whilst 
over in the Big Tent, Fleetwood Mac founder Peter Green proved he was 
still very much a guitar hero playing a set that featured three tunes from 
his old band. 

Fairport Convention founder member Richard Thompson also played to 
a capacity crowd in the tent on the Friday, showing how one voice and a 
guitar is enough to captivate an audience if the man on stage is good 
enough. 

Come Saturday, the crowd seemed to have doubled in size and the sun 
in its ferocity. The main stage line-up was one of the best you'll find at any 
festival this summer, with early highlights including new folk darling Laura 
Marling and her compatriots from the London folk scene, Mumford & Sons. 

After a Kinks-filled set by Ray Davies came the hugely anticipated ap¬ 
pearance of another Sixties legend - the event's main headliner, Bob Dylan. 

Now Bob has a reputation for being a bit on the prickly side at the best 
of times, and you'd have been forgiven for worrying that Zimmerman 
might have come out and played the most obscure bunch of songs 
imaginable and not give a damn. 

But Dylan knew a festival crowd wanted to hear the hits. And that's what 
he gave them. Sauntering on stage sporting a natty suit and a stylish 
Cordobes hat, Dylan and his tight band launched into 'Rainy Day Women 
#12 &35'. In fact three out of the opening four tracks came from Dylan's 
legendary 1996 record, Blonde On Blonde. 

Of course, Dylan re-arranges many of his tunes to the extent they bare 
little resemblance to how they sounded on the album (they're his songs, 
so I guess he can play 'em how he likes) and his voice sounds more like a 
growl these days. 

But anyone who sees that as reason for criticism is completely misun¬ 
derstanding the whole Dylan live experience. You just soak up the history 
and the sheer magnitude of being in the presence of one the very few liv¬ 
ing musical icons. 

There's no point checking up on recent set lists to see what he's playing 
- the songs change every night and anything could happen; you just go 
with the flow. 

Come expecting the same man of 45 years ago and leave disappointed; 
come with an open mind to hear a man pushing 70 in the middle of a late 
flurry of creativity, and be transfixed. 

After a sadly all too short show, which also featured material from far 
more recent albums as well as rarity 'Blind Willie McTell' for the anoraks, 
Dylan was back for an encore of a sing-a-long 'Like A Rolling Stone' and 
very appropriate 'Forever Young'. Old grouch? Dylan had a ball! And he 
can still play blues harp with the best of them. 

Hop Farm prides itself on an ethos of no branding and no sponsorship 
but despite echoes of what festivals used to be about, it's certainly about 
making moneyas much as any other festival. Without splashing out seven 
quid on a programme, there's no way you can find out what time and 
stage your favourite act is playing (and, just to take the mick, all the times 

for the Big Tent were 
changed on Saturday 
anyway!). 

There were also dra¬ 
conian security meas¬ 
ures on the size of 
bottle of water you 
could bring into the 
performance arena, 
even when soft drinks 
inside were at a pre¬ 
mium, the queue for 
the standpipe offering 
free water was as long 
as the ones for bread 
after the Russian revo¬ 
lution, and all this 
when it was baking 
hot. 

No, Hop Farm hasn't 
got everything right 
yet. But the music? 
They've certainly 
nailed that one... roll 
on 2011.

TAKE DAIRY STOCK TITLE 


A TEAM from Wedmore Young Farmers has taken the top award in this 
year's Melplash Agricultural Society's (MAS) Young Farmers Dairy Stock 
Judging Competition. 

The event sponsored by Synergy Farm Health Ltd, Crewkerne and 
hosted by the Crutchley family in their new dairy at Marsh Farm, Nettle- 
combe, attracted ten teams from Dorset and Somerset. 

Mark Roberts, the organiser of the event said: "It was particularly grat¬ 
ifying to have so many junior teams this year with an even split between 
the genders; these young stockjudges are the farmers, herd managers 
and milkers of the future." 

The annual MAS stockjudging competition is a team event, with teams 
of two in each age group. This year teams from Beaminster, Marshwood, 
Wedmore and Wells and Glastonbury YFC's were represented. 

This year's judge John Westaway, formerly the Senior Classifier for the 
Holstein Society with responsibility for grading daily pedigree cattle and 
who judges at shows all round the country, assessed around 60 traits in 
deciding the winner. 

The Wedmore Seniors team of Katie Nicholls (90) and James Hector (71) 
were the overall winners with a score of 161 and won the Francis W Hunt 
Cup, whilst Katie also won the Tom Creed Cup as the best individual. 

Kirsty Fox of Marshwood Vale Juniors won the Best NewcomerTankard.

The whole purpose of stockjudging within YFC's is to train the competitors 
to look for and assess the type traits that are beneficial for long lasting, 
healthy cows that will also produce plenty of milk. 

Each breed society produces a "True Type Model" which is the ideal cow, 
and competitors need to bear this in mind as they assess each animal. The 
competitors will be looking for the functional traits such as good legs and 
feet leading to good locomotion, a well attached udder with enough width 
and height to hold the high milk yields expected from modern cows, with 
body capacity sufficient to support the milk and a growing calf. 

Each team is asked to assess a pen of dairy cows and to place them in order 
and give verbal reasons for their decisions to the master judge who marks 
them, using a complex marking system, on accuracy o f observation and 
comparisons. 

After all competitors have given their reasons, the judge will return to the 
cattle and announce his placings and the reasons why he placed them in 
that order. The competitors are always keen to find out if they agreed!

Mayor of 
Casterbridge as 
seen through 
bookbinders eyes 

ANYONE with an eye for a beautifully-bound book will 
be interested in a brand new display at Dorset County 
Museum. A group called the Cotswold Bookbinders 
have been working on a project designed for binders 
of all levels of competence. The project takes the form 
of a single book - in this case Thomas Hardy's The Mayor 
of Casterbridge - which members of the group have 
taken apart completely and then rebound to their own 
design, inspired by their reading of the text. 

Design binding takes the form of the text of the book 
being interpreted by each binder in a very personal 
way. Inspiration from the book is then reflected by each 
binder in the decoration and embellishment of the 
book.The binding must also be practical, protecting the 
text, but the process results in a marriage of perfect 
bookbinding techniques with personal and contempo¬ 
rary artistic impression. 

The Mayor of Casterbridge was chosen for a number 
of good reasons but mainly as many of the people in¬ 
volved are based in the South West. In most cases the 
binder will have taken the book completely apart be¬ 
fore rebinding it and covering it in their chosen material 
and embellished with their unique design. 

So this is not a competition, as there are no winners, 
no prizes and no rules; however the binding had to be 
in a contemporary style, and the original copy had to 
be completely deconstructed before rebinding. 

You can view the results of this project in three cases 
in the Museum's Victorian Hall. Many of the resulting 
bindings in the display are for sale and anyone inter¬ 
ested in purchasing a book can contact the organiser 
for further details which are provided with the exhibi¬ 
tion. 

The bookbinding display will be available to view until 
August 1st.
